| Conſent, and to which they are authorized by alate precended Ordinance) runne 
upand downe into ſeverall Counties pillaging and plundring Our good Subjects 
wich unheard of Rapine, Inſolence, and Inhumanicy, whileſt Our Horlſe,for wane 
of ſuch Aſsiſtance in reſpet of the Lanes, and deep and narrow wayes;cannot pre- 
ventchoſc outrages. Though We hope never to be forced to follow the example of theſe 11 Men ( who 
having received ſuch vaſt ſummes of Money from Our Subjects, and ſeized all Ours, can yet have nocauſe 
for ſuch impoſitions but their love of Rapine) to lay ſuch burthens upon Our People, albeit for their pre. 
ſervation, as the Committees in ſeverall Counties have authority, and are directed todoe by that Ordi- 
- nance,yet We have thought fir to declare,That ic will be an exceeding acceptable ſervice unto Us, and. Wee 
ſhallcake ir as a ſingular teſtimony of their affeCtion, and their ſenſe of the Cauſe, it they ſhall ac this time 
{end in Horles, Geldings, Mares, or Naggs, to be uſed as Dragoone-Horles for Our ſervice, and the de- 
tence of this County: Andtothar purpole Our Will and Pleaſure is, that this Our Declaration be readin 
a!l Churches and Chappels on Sunday next, both ar Morning and Evening Prayer, not doubting bur thate. 
very Gentleman and other {ubſtantiall Free-holder, and the Inhabitants of every Pariſh | by joynt conſent 
will ſend in ſuch Horſes as aforeſaid, with Saddles and Bridles; And whoſoever can ſend in men armed 
with Muſquets upon thoſe Horfes ſhall much adde to his Service. And Ourpleaſure is, thar all ſuch who 
are willing to gratify Us herein, ſhall bring or Tend their Horſes on Thurſday nextto the figne of the + 
Katherine Wheele in Oxford, and deliver themro the hands of Our truſty and wellbeloved Winter Graunt 
Eſquire,Our Waggon-Maſter Generall, whoſhall be there ready to receive them. And We Command the 
Conſtable of every Hundred receiving information from the ſeverall Petty-Conſftables within their Hun- 
dred, to bring in a note of the names oftall ſuch Pariſhes and particular Perſons who upon this ſo viſible 
occaſion ſhall oblige Us in this kind, and preientthe ſame unto Us, withthe number of Horſes, Men, and 
Muſquetsſo ſent by them, that We may remember ir to their advantage; and when ic ſhall pleaſe God to 
enable Us, pay chemthe true value, which We doe hereby promiſetodoe, and ſuch Perſons who ſballthen 
ofter themſelves to {erve on theſaid Horſes ſhall be then Liſted and entred into pay, asthe reſt of Our Dra- 
goones are; And We hope the Threats, Menaces and Compulſion of the Rebells ſhall not more work 
upon Our People for their ſupply, then this gratious deſire and earneſt Entreaty of Ours ſhall doe. in a Caſe 
wherein they, Wee, and the Palins areſo neerely concerned, a ng ; 
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
